Thatcher rejects latest proposal; Haig in U.S.

WlthVBritish war fleet now only a" 
few days from the Falklands, the 
prospect of war loomed larger as each 
side continued to insist publicly on .

not accept.

"We had very arduous discussions 
in Argentina and I have further de=~ 
fined and delineated the position of 
that government {and) transferred 
those views to London where they are 
now being considered," Haigsaid. 

Speaking to reporters after his 
meeting with Halg, Reagan said the 
secretary had "done a magnificent 
Job" of trying to work out a peace 
settlement. "I just hope we can keep 
this process going, that there will be 
restraint by both countries," he said. 



In London, however, Mrs. Thatcher 
said th e Argentine proposals were not 
acceptable to Britain, which Is Insist- 
ing on the withdrawal of all Argentine 
troops from the Falklands before 
talks begin. . 

"We have to be true to our ob- 
jectives," Mrs. Thatcher told 
Parliament, "and I cannot disguise 
from the House that the Argentine 
-proposals-at-'prcsent before- us' fall 
short In some important respects of 
the objectives and requirements 
expressed by this House." 

She did not detail Britain's objec- 
tions, except to say the proposals "fail 
to provide that the Falkland islanders 
should be able to decide their own 
destiny."

COUNCIL BLUFFS, Iowa (UPI) - 
Five men were killed and 22 others 
injured Tuesday when a grain eleva- 
tor exploded, touching off a raging 
fire that made rescue efforts futile. 

The blast shattered windows in the 
Immediate vicinity. Among th e In- 
jured were 10 members of "a railroad " 
gang working on a stretch of nearby 
track. 

None of the injuries was critical. 
The blast and fire at the 2 million 
bushel capacity elevator; operated by 
' Agri Industries of Des Moines, oc- 
curred shortly after 2 p.m. CST.

'New era' of contraception hailed 



PARIS (UPI) - A new birth control 
pill said to prevent pregancles and 
produce abortion. .without harmful 
side effects was hailed Tuesday as 
opening a "new era" in contraception. 

The new method, announced Mon- 
day by a FrenchS wiss research team 
at a meeting at the prestigious French 
Academy of Science, was tested for 10 
years on laboratory monkeys and on 
II women In the first clinical trials. 

Its secret chemical formda brings;., 
on menstruation and thus eliminates 
the chance of pregnancy and has been 
shown In clinical tests to induce 
"chemical abortion" of early pre- 
gancles. 

In New York, the Planned Parent- 
hood Federation of America said the 



. new pill "might be safer for women 
than oral contraceptives." 

"The concept of something which 
would bring on a period would be a 
very attractive approach to con- 
traception," said Dr. Allan- Rosen- 
field, director of the center for Popu- 
lation and Family Health at Columbia 
University medical school. ■ 

Because the new drug apparently 
"acts at the level of the uterus," It 
may require a lower dosage than the 
^uTrflnUy"usea bTrth _ conlrorpllI-and - 
be less likely to cause cancer, he said. 

The new substance has to be taken 
only two to four days a month com- 
pared to three out of four weeks each 
month for the current birth control 
pill, said Professors Etlcnne-Emlle

Panel stresses equal funding for public TV 



BOISE (UPI) - Idaho's public 
broadcasting system won't survive 
unless state officials "bend over 
backwards" to ensure equal distribu- 
tion of funds and staff, members of 
the Commission on Public Broad- 
casting said Tuesday. 
' Commission members Don Mackin, 
Moscow, and Anne Voillequc, Idaho 
Falls, urged the five-member panel to 
equally dole out the 1680,000 In state 
funds the system has been 
appropriated for the next fiscal year 
— and to hire a central system 
manager along with three station 
managers to ensure "an appearance! 
of equality" statewide. 

Their comments came Tuesday as 
the , commission attempted- to -de- 
termine what the 1982 Legislature 
wanted when it ordered a statewide 
public broadcasting system 
supervised by central management. 
Commissioners must develop rec- 



ommendations for a'spectal meeting 
of the Idaho Education Board later 
this month. 

The representatives from northern 
and eastern Idaho referred to hostility 
that has mounted because of the 
appearance that Boise's KAID- 
Televislon has received more money 
and attention than KUID In Moscow 
and KISU in Pocatcllo because oflts 
location. 

And they said this appearance must 
change or Idaho voters probably will 
succeed in urging lawmakers to cut 
all funding for public television. 
^Clifford Trump, vice president for 
administration at Idaho State Univer- 
sity, said eastern Idaho residents — 
as well as those In the north part of the 
state — would not accept a proposal 
that would allow KAID's station man-, 
ager to also serve as director, of the 
entire statewide network because it 
would appear unequal. 



He, Mackin 'and Voilleque said 
Idahoans outside jof Boise would not 
accept the plan because it seemed to 
perpetuate the "Boise-ltis" syndrome 
— more for Boise and ■ less for the ■ 
remainder of the state. And they said 
Moscow and Pocatcllo-arca residents 
want local managers so they know 
who is responsible for monitoring 
donations they give to the stations and 
can be assured that person represents 
their interests. 

Mackin said one of the proposals, 
for example, called for cuts of 10-12 
workers at Moscow and Pocatcllo 
stations while KAID kept the same 
staffing level. 

"It sure doesn't seem like equality 
from mypositton,"hesaid. 

Ms. Voilleque said it also would be 
"foolish" to hire one person to serve 
as KAID manager and statewide 
manager, bat not because of any 
anti-Boise attitude across the state.

TEL AVIV, Israel — On the verge of 
_its finaLwithdrnwal from Sinai. Israel . 
finds Itself more Isolated in a world It 
feels cares little about Its "sacrifice 
for peace." 

With the last chunk of Sinai revert- 
ing to Egyptian sovereignty Sunday. 
Israel will have fulfilled Its obliga- 
tions under the 3-year-old peace 
treaty. 

"It Is an International event of 
exceptional significance." Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir said re- 
cently. "Unfortunately, the Interna- 
tional community has no( appreciated 
to the fullest extent . . . this sacrifice 
for peace." 

Despite some last minute snags, the 
U.S. view is that the Sinai will be - 
and should be — returned on schedule. 
The withdrawal has become Impor- 
tant because, In the absence of other 
accomplishments, it Is about the only 
trophy left from the 1978 Camp David 
process and U.S. Involvement. 

The March 1979 peace agreement 
grew out of the framework for Middle 
East peace worked out at Camp David 
by .Egypt. Israel and the United 
States. 

But an unfulfilled part of the Camp . 
David accords seems to perpetuate 
Israel's isolation despite Its 
scrupulous adherence to the peace 
treaty terms. 



Commentary 



That part provides for autonomy for 
the 1.2 million Palestinians in the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. Israel 
advanced the proposal by its own 
admission to block any prospects for 
Palestinian statehood. Egypt ac- 
cepted it because It thought it would 
eventually bring it about. 

The talks have'been deadlocked for 
two years and while still alive In 
theory. It is believed in Washington 
that the talks are now recognized to be 
essentially dead. 

The United States, partly because of 
other distractions, has not come up 
with a replacement formula, so the;

Much to Israel's consternation,, 
Egypt now appears ready td rein-!

THE- Religious Sciences Circle 
Issued the order defrocking Ayatollah 
Kazem Sheriatmadarl, 82, a religious 
leaBer, In AzcrbiJIan in southern Iran, 
following Ghotbzadeh's confession on 
Tehran television Monday that he led 
the coup attempt before his arrest 
Aprils. 

"I am shamed before the notion. 
Free me or execute me," Ghotbzadeh 
was quoted as saying by an cxilo 
source. 



Ghotbzadeh, whose face became 
familiar to millions of Americans as a 
spokesman for the Tehran gov- 
ernment during the hostage crisis, 
reportedly admitted in the Interview 
he had received money from a 
Sharlatmadari aide. 

Last week, two government re- 
ligous leaders, mullahs Fakhreddln 
Helazi and HoJJatolcslam Meshklnl 
snld Sharlatmadari paid Ghotbzadeh 
up to $250,000 to buy a house In-Tehran- 
to launch a rocket at Khomeini's 
home 1 50 yards away. 

The accusations led Friday to the 
ransacking of Shariatmndarl's re- 
ligious school In Qom. The prelate was 
put under house arrest while two of 
his sons-in-law and four assistants 
were arrested, according to his son. 

The religious circle said Sharint- 
modnrl's role In the coup attempt was 
proved by Ghotbzadeh's confession. It 
said the ruling clergy had until now 



tolerated Shariatmadart's opposition 
to the Khomeini government "to pro- 
tect the unity."

SYDNEY, Australia (UPI) - 
Multi-national corporations 
worldwide, hoping to ensure the safe- 
-ty"-of their executives, are paying 
millions of dollars In extortion money 
tq, terrorists, a -defense expert said 

-■Tuesday;- — '■■ ' ■■■ 

.fiebffrey Williams, head of Jhe 
strategic and defense studies unit at 
the Western Australia Institute of 
Technology, also said terrorists have 
kidnapped some 2,500 executives and 
attacked another 5,000 In a campaign 
over recent years against the cor- 
porate giants. . 

"The protection money racket had 
been'going on for the past 10 years, 
but it was only recently that It had 
become more open," said Williams, a 
former NATO advlscron defense. 

He said there was now an average 
of 200 kidnappings a year involving 
-.multi-national companies — although- 
only a handful are reported. . 

"Money has been paid to.the terror- 
ists on demand simply to enable the 
companies to stay In business," he 
said.! 



About 40 percent of the incidents 
occurred in South America and 26 
percent in Western Europe. 

In Europe, extortion money is paid 
regularly to terrorist groups In 
Ireland. Spain, Italy and France, 
Williams said. .. . . .... 

"For example. In Italy it has now 
become Impossible for a multi- 
national to set up a new business 
without paying protection money 
first," he said. Williams, who said 
some of his Information came from 
the CIA and other sources hecould not 
name, said the terrorist groups were 
enjoying a high degree of success with 
eight out of 10 kidnappings producing 
large ransoms. 

"About three years ago, the ransom 
demands ran Into tens of thousands of 
dollars — now It is more than a million 
dollars/'hesaid. 

Williams i said multi-nationals arc 
regarded as "soft targets" by terror- 
ists where they are able to quietly 
obtain money without emotive and 
highly publicized results.

"World sugar prices have been 
sliding precipitously since late 
March," Block said. "Essentially, 
this Is a continuing market reaction to 
a heavy supply situation." 

He said the increase was intended to 
keep prices high enough so that 
domestic sugar processors will send 
their sugar to market rather than 
forfeit It to the government. The 
higher fees go into effect Wednesday. 

The new fees are 4.0703 cents per 
pound for raw sugar.and 5.1782 cents a 
pound for the refined product. 

'Wi'thouT ' import~"fees, " Imports 
would undercut domestic sugar prices 
and probably force 1 most of our 
domestic supplies Into the hands of 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture's 
Commodity Credit Corporation," 
Block said. 

A presidential proclamation signed 
last Dec. 23 requires adjustments in 
import fees each quarter but more 
frequent changes when average world 
prices rise or fall more than a penny 
within 10 consecutive market days. .

You may start with the best of 
ir.tcnticns, ; 

It's YOUR child and he's only going 
. to have nourishing foods — no cookies, 
no artificially colored and flavored 
fruit drtr-ks — nothing that isn't good 
for him. 

- That's perfectly fine for you to say 
before the child Is born. But then 
reality sets In, and you may need 
tremendous support In keeping your 
resolve. 

Perhaps your- child visits a friend 
who receives cookies and a soft drink 
as a snack, or maybe your child's 
nursery school teacher thinks 
artificial fruit beverages are accept- 
able. 

Then the question becomes one of 
how to encourage your child to want 
nourishing foods. 

"First, parents need to know 
themselves," said Pauline Brown, 
who Is on the facility for food and 
_ nutrition.- at_Mundelcin ...College. _ 
"Parents have J to know their food 
habits, since children's habits come 
from their parents." 

Her advice on feeding children goes 
_bcyond_a. grocery li st of what should 



and should not be eaten. 
"Look at the goal of nourishing 



children,'* Brown said. "It's more 

than just food." 

As anyone who has sat at a dinner 
table with a feisty 2-year-old knows, 
mealtime is also when manners, pa- 
tience and such simple tasks as, get- 
_ting_food_pntp_a_fprk_andjnto_the_ 
mouth are taught. -It's a chance for 
children to observe what parents will 
and will not eat and for family in- 
teraction at the dinner table. 

Besides her work at Mundeleih, III., 
Brown and two partners have a 
counseling service called-Beyond the 
Baslc'Four foTpeoplc who wont to 
lose weight or leam better eating 
habits. She gives workshops on how 
food is used to satisfy needs other than 
nutritional ones. 

"We're scripting chifdren about 
foods they'll like throughout their 
lives. With most people, If you ask 
what their favorite foods are they'll 
list foods that were childhood favor- 
ites," Brown said. 

"If parents provide cookies as a 
reward food, then we'll think if we 
_ don't have cookies we have no self-., 
worth. 

"Boys get a script of food as a 
reward, but girls get it more strongly. 
Girls are supposed to be 'sweet,' full 
of 'sugar andsp[ce.' We could change 
Ihc script so that fruit is a reward 
food." « ; 



Better still, said Brown,' parent 
should offer non-food -rewards, sucJ 
as a hug. 

The ' association of food with th. 
relief of discomfort begins In infancy 
At some point in early childhood, boys 
_ . an d- girls, sho uldJx; JaugfiLtherc ; an 
other ways to be comforted. 

"Some parents used to subscribe to 
the theory that children's bodies tell 
them 'what they , need nutritionally. 
That doesn't hold in our society," 
Brown said. "There's too much junk 

around.'' -=---=-- --- — 

Brown offered some sensible tips 
for nurturing children. — 

• Children may go through 
when all they eat is one food, then 
switch to another. There's nothing 
wrong with that as long as the food Is 
wholesome. 

• Introduce new '.fruits and vegeta- 
bles. "A child may hot accept these at 
first, but if he sees his parents eating 
the green bean or whatever, he will 
probably try it," Brown said. "Don't 
force a child to eat a particular food. 
—- Allow children to eat with their 
friends. "There's great benefjt for 
children to be around other children 
while eating. A child may get a taste 
for new foods when in a friend's home. 
If It's a good food, parents sh ould b e 
receptive to including it In their menu"

The Doves, Narragflnsctt Indians, 
who own the Dovecrest Indian Trad- 
ing Post and Restaurant in Arcadia, 

• R;L,-could ciaim-the dcsscrt long 

before Simmons learned to appreciate 
cornmeal. 

Their restaurant is one of the few 
American Indian-owned and operated 
restaurants that specialize in native 
'foods. 

' The Doves recently described the 
"cooking they do during the Sym- 
posium on American Cuisine held In 
Louisville, Ky. 

"I remembered wild harvests from 
my childhood," said Ferris Dove. 
, "'There' were fiddlehead ferns, 

1 oysters. These were the basics of my 
childhood. I didn't realize these were 
luxuries." 

"Some of the dishes are done 
because they're family recipes. Some 
.are done because that's the food in the 
.area," said Mrs. Dove. 
' "When we opened the restaurant 19 

years— ago, — we— picked— our— own— 

-,blueherrles;-now-I-buy"them from * 
..kids who are earning pocket money. 
.We often have people who volunteer 
wild foods for the restaurant." . 

These Indigenous foods — the game, 
seafood, cornmeal cakes, herbs and 
potatoes to name a few — are the 
basis of a menu that attracts 
hundreds of locals and tourists to the 
restaurant each year. 

There are festivals to celebrate the 
seasonal bounty such as an annual 
July clambake for 100 and maple 
syrup fests to give thanks for the 
sweet Byrup. 

The Doves use maple syrup by the 
gallon to go with johnnycakes, a 
. pancake that also is called journey 
cake because.it_was taken on trips 
during pioneer days. 
' Johnnycakes could be called the 
foundation of the restaurant, the 
- - Doves said. 

Dove claims to have been making 
the crisp little cakes for 47 years. 
Then about 20 years ago, when his 
wife decided to abandon her Job 
. running a- guest house and catering 
. service, he taught her how to make 
johnnycakes. 

They went into the restaurant busi- 
ness together. Mrs. Dove soon 
became chief cook and johnnycake

To understand this you need to 
realize that oxygen is a dangerous 
substance — but none of us can live 
-wllhout-It.-The side effects of oxygen 
would read as scary as the list for 
most medicines. Including inducing 
respiratory problems, convulsions 
and death. I sometimes wonder if 
oxygen could pass approval by the 
Food and Drug Administration. And 
sunlight causes cancer. 

The only sensible thing to do is to 
ask your doctor If there are any things 
you need to watch for. And then don't 
fail to return to him for evaluations he 
needs to do to see how you are doing.

And, once you're ac- 
customed to using It, you'll realize it's 
like having another pair of hands," 
said the Maplewood, N.J. resident. 
With a husband and two sons at home,.-,

Older cooks are more set In their 
ways and especially hesitant to put 
the food processor to work, she says.

Wei), it's true the food 
processor is a miracle machine, but 
you have to expect some variation and 
be willing to compromise, since the 
pancakes are being prepared in a 
fraction of the time it would take 
manually."

BURLEY — The fate of Gem Memorial Gardens 
cemetery may finally have been laid to rest after 
Burley City Council voted Monday to ask the Fifth 
District Court for ownership of theproperty. 

The 17-acre cemetery, located off Overland 
Avenue in Burley, has been In receivership since 
September. The state Department Of Finance filed 
suit last fall against the former owners, Ronald and 
Eleanor Sneco^ after It received complaints from 
persons who owned plots there, according to Pat 
Collins, B deputy attorney general in Boise. The 

plot owners claimed the cemetery was not being 
properly maintained, he said. 

Council voted Monday to accept ownership, with 
the stipulation that it would not be responsible for 
past obligations against the property except for a 
water .assessment and real-estate taxes, said the 
city's attorney. Bill Parsons. The city was ob- 
ligated by law topay those, he said. — 

'•We had a great deal of input from citizens and a 
great deal of conversation between (he council 
members," Councilman Garth Payne said. "This 
does not happen to be an obligation that becomes 



! the.. city, (but) we want to do_bcst for everyone 

concerned." 
Collins said Tuesday that it wfll take time to 

- prepare an order asking district court Judge 
George Granata to transfer the cemetery owner- 
ship from receiver Roland Willis to the city. He 
could not give a time estimate on the action. 

An April 23 court date had been set by Granata, 
at which time he would have decided the fate of the 
troubled cemetery. Because of the city's proposal, 
however, the court date will be postponed until the 
.State can prepare the city's offer in tho form ot n 
court order, Collins said. 

Representing a committee Of several plot 
owners, Clpyd Taylor said he was pleased with 
council's -action. The. group had tried to raise 

- $10,000 for a maintenance fund, but Other plot 
owners showed little interest, he said. 

A $3,300 endowment fund, already established for 
the maintenance of the cemetery, probably will be 
handed over to the city, Collins said, The endow- 
-mentfund was created from part of the plot sales,- 
Taylor said. 

Of the 2,000 plots at the cemetery, (here have 
been more than 400 burials, Taylor said. 

If the city receives ownership, it will "honor" the 



deeds of persons who already_have- purchased 
plots, Shadduck said. The cemetery maintenance 
probably will cost the city money, the mayor said, 
but it plans to offset the expense through the sale of 
other plots and the possibly renting a house on the 
property. 

Gem Memorial Gardens will become a satellite 
of Pleasant View Cemetery, currently operated bv 
the city, Shadduck said. 

The mayor also reported thutCassla County will 

provide whatever assistance it can over Uio next 

three'years. *" 

In other action Monday, council also approved a 6 
percent across-the-board wage Increase for city 
employees, Shadduck said. Department 
supervisors will divide the raises as they see fit, he 
said. So far, the 105 municipal employees have 
received annual raises, but (hat may not last, the 
mayor commented.

But 
Thursday, the company will come out 
of Its cocoon, revealing Itself as the 
first Coldwell Banker real-estate of- 
fice in the Pacific Northwest. It is the 
second of 600 new franchlsed offices 
the company expects to open during 



the next 18 months. 

Coldwell Banker, based -in Los 
Angeles and founded in 1906, is the 
largest residential and commercial 
real-estate firm In the nation. Now 
owned by Sears, the company cur- 
rently operates about , 300 offices 
throughout the country. 
. With Coldwell Banker franchises, 
which will be owned tw the brokers 
who open them rather then the com- 
pany, the company can expand Into 
communities too small to support the 
company's typical, 30-agent office, 
Hale said.

Hale, who began his real-estate 
career with Coldwell Banker 19 years 
ago and worked for the company nine 
years, says that "returning to Col- 
dwell Banker and living in Idaho is the 
best of all worlds."

Organization names Buell Crane, 82, masters! athlete of year

TWIN FALLS - From a personal standpoint, 
he felt 1981 was a very forgettable track season. 

Odd one would think it a bad season after 
winning eight national championships including 
the U.S. pentathlon. 

The international track veteran changed his 
mind Tuesday, however, when the postman 
brought word he had been selected by The 
Athletic Congress as the "national masters 
athlete of the year for the U.S.A." 
\ Thus Crane reached the acme Of his sport 
some 61 years after he figured he was through 
with track and took a 53-ycar sabbntical. 

You see, Buell Crane, Twin Falls, Is 82 years 
Old. _ 

He tends to disparage his accomplishments In 
the masters division of track, noting its a way of 
keeping active, traveling and meeting people. 

But In his "bad" year of 1981, he set "five or 
six records" in the national meet in Los Gatos, 
Calif., and had eight first places in the seniors 
Pan American meet. 

His records largely came enroute to the 
pentathlon title, the high jump, 100-mter dash, 
shotput, triple Jump and long jump. He also 
holds the 75-79 world high Jump record at 3-11. 



"I thought I had a bum year because I had both 
feet operated on. I had a hernia operation the 
year before so I've been pretty badly beaten up 
the last couple of years," Crane said with a 
smile. 

"I only have three world class titles but a lot of 
world age records and I think that's what I got it 
(the award) for. That and I won the pentathlon." 

Crane had hoped to make 1981 a banner year, 
having his tickets and reservations made for the 
world championships in New Zealand when he 
developed neuromas on both feet that had to be 
removed surgically. 

"They're nerve tissue tumors on the bali of the 
feel. They don't get very big, about the Size of 
your little finger, but you're running right on 
them and, boy, you're sore. My feet are still sore 
from that operation."

"It had been 53 years since I had had a pair of 
spikes on. Then I found- out I could beat 
somebody and I started going to meets," he 
added with a laugh. 

Crane said he was aware that there was a 
masters division, based on age groups, and took 
a membership in that group. 

He plans to confine his competition this year to 
the Northwest Regional meets this summer. 

"I'm not going to nationals this year. I'll

It was necessary for Borg to qualify 
in Las Vegas because of his refusal to 
play in the required 10 Grand Prix 
tournaments this year under rules 
established by the Men's Interna- 
tional Professional Tennis Council. So 
far he has agreed to compete in only 
seven. He was the only grand-slam 
winner to enter qualifying rounds this 
week. 

Borg, 25, appearing in his third 



tournament- following-a five-month 
layoff, dropped a tie-breaker to 
Stockton 7-3 in the first set. He was 
leading 2-0 before Stockton rattled off 
five straight points. 

The Swede came back strongly In 
the second set, breaking Stockton's 
serve twice to take a 5-0 lead en route 
to his only set victory.

NHL team owner shot— but OK— as police save him from kidnapper 

EDMONTON, Alberta (UPI) — Police freed " ' 



-millionaire sports magnate Peter Pocklington 
and . shot the gunman who had held him for 
nearly 11 hours Tuesday. Pocklington also was 
shot but was reportedly not seriously Injured. 

A police spokesman said Pocklington, 40, 
owner of the NHL's Edmonton Oilers, was 
slightly injured when a police bullet that felled 
the hostage-taker passed through the man's 
chest and struck Pocklington In the left shoulder 
blade. 

The gunman was reported In stable condition 
at the University of Alberta Hospital, where 
Pocklington also was taken. 

A police spokesman said the dramatic rescue 
came after the unidentified gunman was "en- 
ticed" to go to the basement of the Pocklington 
mansion to pick up the $1 million ransom he had 
demanded for his victim's safe release. 
. As the hostage-taker approached the Jdtehen . 
dragging Pocklington, whose hands were tied, 



one of four emergency task force officers who 
had entered the house earlier through a secret 
entrance fired one shot from an M-16 assault 
rifle. 

The slug, fired from a few feet away, passed 
through the gunman's upper chest and hit 
Pocklington in the shoulder blade. 

.Police spokesperson Deb Palmer said 
Pocklington was "more shook up than injured. 
He was winged, but It's not that serious. The 
suspect Is In stable condition." 1 

Another police spokesman, Lance Beswick, 
said police decided to move because, "We 
feared there was. grave danger to Pocklington 
by the way the hostage-taker was talking. ' ' 

He said the gunman, who spoke with a foreign 
accent and wore a ski mask throughout the 
incident, had a pistol pointed at Pocklington's 
head when he was shot. 

He said that besides the money, the man had 
demanded an airplane to take him to an 
undisclosed location. 



Police said that it was believed Pocklington's 
wife, Eva, had been the gunman's intended 
victim. Mrs. Pocklington, who also was taken 
captive but escaped shortly after the ordeal 
began, was reportedly heading to the hospital to 
bewfthherhusband. 

The incident began at 9:45 a.m. MST when the 
man, brandishing a handgun and a knife, broke 
Into the plush mansion and tied up Pocklington 
and two servants with lengthsofwtre: 

The couple's 5-year-old son, Zachary, was In 
school. 

Police were notified by a family friend who 
had been speaking with Mrs. Pocklington on (he 
telephone and became suspicious when the line 
went dead. 

When police arrived, they were met by a 
distraught Mrs. Pocklington, who had boiled 
afterthegunmantookherlntothegaragc. - 

"He told me bo'd kill those Inside if I tried 
anything," she sobbed topolice. 



She was taken to the home of a friend to await 
the end of the ordeal. 

Pocklington, one of oil-rich Alberta's brash 
new breed of self-made millionaires, ironically 
once was quoted assaying, "What's character? 
When somebody puts a gun to your face, how 
many times you blink - that's character." 

Pocklington, worth some $100 million, was 
known for a lifestyle so opulent that it was once 
-described-as a-''Scheherezade wokd of luxury 
and self-indulgence." 

Having built a -fortune in real estate, 
automotive sales, oil. finance, and food pro- 
cessing, Pocklington bought the NHL's Oilers 
because, he frankly admitted, he wanted to be 
better-known publicly, similar to the style of 
Nelson Skalbania, owner of the Calgary Flames 
and other teams. 

Pocklington's purchase of the Oilers was 
made with some cash, a diamond ring and a 
Rolls-Royce Phaeton after he had seen only one 
hockey game in his life.
